SANFRANCISCO 一 Normalcy 
finally returns to the Asian Art 
Museum in San Francisco after 
its historic two-month presenta- 
tion of the Archaeological Finds 
of the People's Republic of China， 
Which hosted a total of 835,891 
Viewers. Nearly 50,000 people 
jammed into the exhibit the last 
two days alone，with the 25,877 
count on Wednesday, August 27， 
the single-day record. 

The attendance at the San 
Francisco showing surpassed al 
previous showings of the exhibi- 
tion，as Only 701,554 saw the ex- 
hibit in Washington, D.C. during 
a 3 -month run，with a four- 
month display in London slightly 
less. The attendance was in fact 
the largest turnout for any travel- 
ing exhibition in the world since 
1948 when atour of masterpieces 
from Berlin was seen by over 
900,000 viewers. . 

REACEFUL 

The_ closing of the exhibition 
was without incident，and as 
peaceful as the day-to-day operTa- 
tions that distinguished the Asian 
Art Museum since the June 28 
unveiling of the 385 archaeologi- 
cal treasures. Within days，every 
piece was packed away by the 
five curators from Peking，and 


among committee members was 
that the governor was going to 
veto the bill because it was“too 
expensive.”They apparently saw 
no point in passing the bill out of 
the Ways and Means Committee.

NEW MEMBERS 

Unfortunately, the exhibition is 
leaving for good，leaving behind 
a total cost to the museum that 
Was Over $500,000, a remodeling 
job that will require _knocking 
down a dozen walls，overhaujling 
a Worn-out carpet，and restoring 
the galleries to accommodate 
coming attractions. A boon torthe 
museum because of the Chinese 
exhibition was that thousands of 
new Imembers registered to join 
either the Asian Art Museum 
Society or the Society of Asian 
Art and Culture.

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Give Non-English-Speaking 
Citizens a Fair Say 


The 1975 Voters Rights Act will have substantial impact on the 
Chinese community's participation in the electoral process. UPp- 
coming elections in San Francisco，including the November local 
election，will have to provide bilingual voter's handbooks，ballots， 
and other registration materials for the Chinese,，Spanish-speaking， 
amd Filipino minorities. 


The history behind this major legislation began with the 1965 
Voters Rights Act which protected the voting rights of thousands of 
black citizens in the Southern states. Though the 1965 Act was due 
to expire after ten years (1975)，Spanish-speaking and other non- 
English-speaking minorities were effective 记 getting the Act ex- 
tended for another ten years，and amending the Act to include bi- 
lingual provisions. Thus，the Voters Rights 卫 xtension Act was 
signed into law by President Ford on August 6, 1975. 


The law covers those communities with over 5 per cent of their 
voting-age citizens of single-language minorities;i where election 
materials were provided only in English for the 1972 presidential 
election; and where less than 50 per cent of the voting-age citizens 
had registered or voted in the 1972 election. (San Francisco has a 
9.5 per cent Chinese，13.3 per cent Spanish-surname，and 5.6 per 
cent Filipino population.) 


Chinese people in San Francisco and other minorities have been 
pushing City Hall to state its commitment to bilingual elections. Im 
the past months, the Registrar of Voters，among others，has criti- 
cized the law's bilingual mandate as being too expensive and 
leading to“chaos.”Community members have publicly stated their 
disappointment that the City is not reacting positively to the law. 


On August 21, the Board of Supervisors' Legislative and Person- 
nel Committee heard from the Chinese community which urged 
them to _ immediately create a Multi-lingual Citizens”Task Force 
which can assist the City in implementing the law. The Board of 
Supervisors Committee passed such a resolution. The full Board of 
Supervisors adopted it as City policy at its August 25 meeting，with 
the understanding that Supervisors will nominate and approve Task 
Force members， 

Since the processing of voter's handbooks and other registration 
materials will have to start in October, in order to be ready for the 
November election, the Office of the Registrar of Voters will have to 
work diligently to insure an adequate and smooth November elec- 
tion, It is very important that Chinatown and other affected commu- 
nities have input into this process. 


In addition，recent information has been received by the City 
from the Department of Justice，giving San Francisco a waiver on 
bilingual “ballots”because San Francisco is the only community 
Which would have to translate 让 into 妨 ree languages (at the very 
least Chinese，Spanish，and English; and possibly Tagalog). This 
opinion is all the more reason why the affected communities such 
as_ Chinatown must have input into the implementation， In this 
coming Bicentennial year, it would be fitting for the government 
(federal and local) to give its non-English-speaking citizens a fair 
say in the electoral process.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The days 
of the immigration Sweeps are 
OoVer，according to a Supervisory 
investigator of the U.S. Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service. 
Billy Glazner of the local imnmi- 
gration office told a sometimes 
hostile audience at the San Fran- 
cisco Planning and Urban Renew- 
al Association (SPUR) last week 


that a Chicago District Court de- 


cision has just about eliminated 
Immigration's authority to make 
street stops of jllegal aliens. 


Gjazner indicated that his 这 -. 


vestigations division has a back- 
log of about 5,000 complaints and 
an understaffing problem that 
precludes most independemt in- 
vestigations. He said that there 
are SO many jllegal aliens just out 
there to be nabbed that，if he 
doubled his investigators，he 
would come Up with double the 
numberof illegal aliens seized. 
He released statistics for fiscal 


_years 1974 and 1975 that showed 


6,006 and 7,058 apprehended， 
respectively, in the Bay Area. He 
estimnated that about 80 per cent 
of these were Mexican aliens 
with other Central Americans

HONG KONG 一 The scene of vi- 


olent political strife earlier this year，， 


the well-known Scenic city of Hang- 
chow has how returned to normal， 
according to a report in Far 天 aster7z 
玫 corzomaic Review August 29. (E/ 责 
7/307V7S.) Hangchow witnessed in 
July and August the dramatic use of 
troops to back up the civil authori- 
ties, for the first time since the days 
of the Cultural Revolution. 

“Clashes _ between frequently 
armed rival cliques had simmered 
for months until serious eruptions in 
March this year led to deputy pre- 
mier Teng's personal involvement in 
cleaning upP political -hooliganism 
and enforcing the tough meastures 
with public security units drawn 
from other parts of China,”said the 
Review article. 

- Peking can breath a sigh of relief 
that, for the time being, Hangchow's 
months of turbulence are over. The 
Reviewcautioned that fresh troubles 
elsewhere are _ around the corner. 
The most likely candidate for meas- 
Ures similar to those taken in Hang- 
chow is the strategic province of Fu- 
kien，which faces Taiwan，said the 
Reyview. The article quoted a speech 
made by Liao Chih-kao，head ad- 
ministrator of Fukien， who suggest- 
ed current conditions were more 
menacing than the stormy years of 
the_ Cultural Revolution: “At Pres- 
ent，bourgeois factionalism is ex- 
tremely detrimental， because 让 
serves to _ oppose the leadership of 
OUT party.” 

The August issue of Red Fiag, the 
party monthly，warned against fac- 
tionalism and appealed for party

The greatest abuses and the 
largest group of ,virtually un- 
touched illegal aliens are those 
foreign nationals who come to 
this country legally as visitors， 
students or with work permits 
and who melt into America，ac- 
cording to Glazner,“They come 
with legal documents but a great 
many never go back. They're the 
hardest to :search out and find 
and they hurt us the most.”He 


quoted one study that showed 
that only four per cent of students 
from Taiwan who come to this 
country ever go back to Taiwan. 
Gjlazner said he doubted that 50 
per cent of the foreign students 
goback to their own countries. 

The immigration investigator 
said he favored restricted immi- 
gration becatuse otherwise “we re 
going to get the world's unwant- 
ed.”He did not favor a total am- 
nesty for those currently in this 
country jlegally, because“you'd 
end up with the same thing ten 
years from now- 

Questions f 季 om the audience at 
the SPUR meeting became more 
hostile as the meeting went on. 
One person cajled the Immigra- 
tion Service the“most un-Ameri- 
can agency in our governrment.” 
Another spoke of continual rude 
treatment on the phone by immi- 
gration officials. A third person 
spoke of the poortreatment given 
foreign students whom she had 
boarded at her home. One gentle- 
man suggested that maybe the 
United States should send the 
Statue of Liberty back to France 
as 3a Symbol of what the immi- 
grant could expect.

Illegal Aliens Arresfs 


SAN PEDRO，CA.- 一 Increased 
Border Patrol operations along the 
U.S.-Mexican border and the un- 
certainty of finding employment in 
the United States brought a sharp 
downturn in arrests of jlegal aliens 
in the southwest during fiscal year 
1975, ended last June 30, according 
to Southwest Regional Immigration 
Commissioner Ed O"Connor. 

The Immigration official said: 
“Our officers apprehended 603,270 
ilegal aliens in ouUr 10-state region 
during the fiscal year, or 23,000 less 
than in the previous year.” 

PATROL 

He explained that concentrating 
Border Patrolmen along the imme- 
diate border area was one phase of a

year by Immigration Commissioner 
Leonard F. Chapman in an effort to 
deal reajlistically with ilegal entry- 
“There is no doubt that our bor- 
der operaftions deterred many illegal 
entries,” O'Connor said，“and 
through the year，we received many 
reports that others were turning 
back because of job scarcities.”

SAN FRANCISCO 一 At a 
meeting on August 19, the Asso- 
ciation of Naturalized Chinese 
American Citizens (ANCAC) vot- 
ed unanimously to support the 
Voters Rights Act, and urged the 
Board of Supervisors to take ac- 
tion immediately. 

This Act has special signifi- 
cance forthe Chinese community. 
Many Chinese immigrants who 
arrived after 1965 are already 
naturalized citizens. Between 
1973 and 1974，29 per cent of 
those people naturalized at San 
Francisco were Chinese. Accord- 
ing to immigration lawyer Joe 
Chan and community workers Po 
Wong and Christina Chen,， many 
naturalized citizens have settled 


dewa an _bought Property， and 
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they consider San Francisco their 
permanent home. -But as yet 
there is no organization to repre- 
sent their interests and act as 
their spokesman. In view of this， 
a_ group of community workers 
and other interested persons 
formed the Association of Natur- 


alized Chinese American Citi- 


Zens. 

Charter members include Joe 
Chan,， Po Wong，Christina Chen， 
Rosemarie Fan，Yiu Cheung 
Fung, the Rev. James Pun，John 
Hoh，Yisung Lei，Diana Hong， 
and Ruth Yee. ANCAC's goal is 
to ， encourage new citizens to 
carry out their duties，and to 
inform them of their rights. It be- 
jieves that the Voters Rights Act 
and the implementation of the 
multilingual ballot materials will 
allow new citizens to carTy7 out 
fally their duty as voters.

EXPLOITATION 

He explained that there is much 
evidence of depressed wages in areas 
having many illegal aliens for hire 
and predicted that if employers were 
faced with the _ prospect of paying 
standard wages to American citizens “ 
and permanent residents or going 
out of business, they woujld pay the 
higher wages necessary to stay in 
business. He declared,，“The hard 
reajity is that many employers are 
profiting by sub-standard wage exX- 
ploitation of ilegal aliens.” 

The Immigration official defined 
one of his agency'Ss most pressing 
needs to be legislation Providing 
penalties for willfully and knowingly 
hiring, or referring for employment， 
aliens jllegally in the United States， 

The 
Southwest Immigration Oficers， 
incidental to their regular duties, in- 
tercepted marijuana and hard nar- 


,cotics with a combined street value 


of more than 27 million dollars dur- 
ing fiscal year 1973. This includes 
263,199 pounds of marijuana and 
379 ounces of hard marcotics. 

Immigration Officers also inter- 
cepted more than .1s,000 fraudujlent 
entry documents and arrested 0,285 
smugglers of aliens and 76,862 
smusggled aliens.

SAN FRANCISCO China- 
town paid a heavy price during 
the recent San Francisco police 
strike with a rash of robberies of 
restaurants _ and jewelry stores, 
The strike began August 18 and 
on Tuesday，August 19，bandits 
started their sweep of Chinatown 
businesses. 

First to be hit was Johnny 
Kan's restaurant on Grant Ave- 
nue. Four youths robbed the res- 
taurant and the patrons individu- 
ally of over $5,000. Diners emp- 
tied their pockets onto tables and 
the robbers left only after they 
were convinced that no one on 
the premises could open the safe. 
Police did not arrive until 15 
minutes after the holdup. The 
youths Were described，mostly 
from accents since their faces 
Were obscured by ski masks，as 
“Oriental, around 18 years old.…

Po- 
lice recovered three Ppistols，3 
large amount of cash and ski 
masks fom their car， 

On Monday night，August 18， 
about 20 sniper shots were fired 
at Ingleside police station，and 
picketing police arrested Terry 
Ng, 19, Mike Loo, 18, and Calvin 
Woo，18，atfter chasing them 
some 20 blocks.

On Wednesday night，August 
20, a Chinatown restaurateur was 
robbed of $250 by two masked 
bandits. Then Thursday night 
two .Chinatown jewelry stores， 
barely one block apart， were 
robbed in mid-afternoon，in the 


midst of throngs of tourists 


crowding the narrow streets. The 
robbers were described as young 
Chinese. 

Witnesses said three Chinese， 
two of them armed with hand- 
guns，burst into the Lai Ching 
Jewelry store at 728 Jackson 
Street. Customers Were held at 
bay while a third youth scooped 
gems valued at about $120,000 
into & paper sack， The entire 
operation took less than five min- 
utes，but the three youths were 
filmed by a security camera that 
taped the robbery from beginning 
to end. 

In the second robbery，the 
Wing Ree Jewelry Store at 1028 
Stockton Street was hit'for losses 
of over $10,000. Owner James 
Tom and his brother，Tommy， 
were in the rear of the shop when 
they heard the shattering of 
glass. Rushing to the front，they 
Saw two youths reaching into the 
smashed window and grabbing 
handfuls of jewelry. Beftore the 
pair could get outside, the youths 
had fed. Two police cars，each 
manned by two police officers， 
responded, too late, to both rob- 
beries. 

Mayor Joseph Alioto sed 
emergency powers to end the 
strike on Thursday, Aug. 22, and 
police went back to work that 
night. Police are investigating all 


.the robberies.

This writer has purposejy referred mostly only to his memory and 
to his notes taken during the China trip so that his impressions 
would be as unmixed as possible with the impressions of others. he 
has referred to such fields as political systems analysis，history， 
and educational-curricular processes so that a proper perspective， 
位 amework, and coherence could be more easily attained . 

五 dvcatioral pacpgromd. School systems in the United States are 
usually closed systems- Those within them 一 administrators，school 
board members, and teachers 一 dictate what happens to those sys- 
tems. Inputs from those outside the systems (Sometimes called the 
“environments”),， and even from students，who:are supposed to be 


within the systems，are，at best，tenuous. School systems in the . 


PRC，on the other hand，are open systems; so much so，at times， 
that it is difficult to know where the systems end and the environ- 
ments begin. In higher education，for example，potential students 
are chosen by those in the environment 一 peasants，workers，sSoO]- 
diers,， etc. 一 as well as by university admissions staffs. In the com- 
pulsory primary and middle schools, the“open door way”policy is 
very much in effect. This policy dictates that these schools routinize 


_activities that enable students to be ip touch with jlife realities. 


Small-scale factory, medical,， and agricultural.pursuits are found in 
eVery school. At times, these pursuits are taught by workers，peas- 
ants, and soldqiers. Additionally，students normally spend an aver- 
age of one month every semester either in the factories，in the 
fields，or in the military. Most school classrooms have their doors 
and windows wide open, the result of which,，in one school in par- 
ticular,a steady group of onlookers often observe. Im such an open 
atmosphere，parent and even student advice is often seriously 
sought after and translated into decision-making roles， 

As with many foreign countries，education in the PRC is more 
centralized than in the United States. Although not entirely clear， 
the educational political processes on the higher levels seem to 
follow a pattern similar to ,the following description. 玉 very prov- 
ince, municipality，and ' social system (in this case，schools) has a 
revolutionary committee. At the higher levels (province and munici- 
palities), these committees ensure that Communist Party thoughts 
and pojlicies are carried out. These committees have various sub- 
divisions，among which is education. The committees_ attempt， 
then, to coordinate one facet of life with another. 了 ducation，for ex- 
ample，will be in line with agriculture，health，factory work，wel- 
fare，etc. This centralization ensures that China's educational SyS- 


_tems are Open.， 


The immensity and pervasiveness of China's educational systems 
being open proves that open systems do not necessarily breed in- 
numerable alternatives that cannot be dealt with effectively. If any- 
thing, the wide openness of China's educational systems makes 让 
virtually imnpossible for“deviancy”to sneak im. There are just too 
many places where the systems are open and visible to those in and 
out of those systems. 

Besides being just open，much outside or “non-system ”Support 
is given education so that non-students can feel for the students. 
For example，Putonghua and English lessons，which most students 
are required to study, are broadcast over local radio stations. Adult 
support and empathy for what students undergo， then，are en- 
hanced. 

In political science jargon，all of these activities blur the line of 
distinction at the border separating the system from 过 environ- 
Inent.- 

.All of this systems discussion is not without a historical perspec- 
tive. One has only to visit any of the many historical exhibitions 
that are currently being popularized to sense why China's educa- 
tional systems are so open. To rid itself of centuries of internal and- 
foreign oppression，China has undergone calculated movements 
after calculated movements. There has been a movement to unify 
itself in its resistance to Japan,，a movement to rid itself of foreign 
OpPpression,，a movement to strengthen itself economically and agri- 


_ culturally，and a movement to rid itself of perceived reactionary 


influences. Every action is hopefully calculated as an integral part 
of some other action. I 让 can be controlled，nothing is wasted 一 
times，action，or materials. A_ web is weaved . . . a Systems ana-
